She 
drove to the city from Adare Manor, where 
she is the guest of the Earl and Countess of 
Dunraven. 

At the Legion Cinb in Lower Hartstonge 
street Lady Haig received a very cordial 
greeting from the ex-Service men and a large 
gathering of representative citizens. 

Having inspected the guard of - honour 
drawn up in the centre of the building under 
Captain W, ‘Lyons, Lady Haig proceeded to 
the platform. Captain William Maloney, 
M.C., President of the Limerick City and 
County Branch of the ex-Service Men’s Asso- 
ciation, presided, and there were also on the 
platform Sir William Hickie, Captain D. 
Tidmarsh and Miss Bruce. . 

Captain Tidmarsh extended to Lady Haig 
a sincere and hearty welcome to Limerick 
They all rememembered that one of the last 
acts-of their gallant Field-Marshal was to 
raise special funds to help in the relief of 
distress amongst Irish ex-Service men and 
their families. They felt that Lady Haig 
would continue the generous work that her 
husband had undertaken. The members of 
the Legion would always retain a warm 
corner in their hearts for Lady Haig and her 
family, and now that she had visited Limerick 
they hoped to have the pleasure of welcoming 
her again on a future occasion.

Lady Haig, who was received with enthu- 
siastic app'ause, said that for some years the 
Limerick Club had been going on from good 
to better, to best. hat was a very fine 
tribute, and she had learned from Sir William 
Hickie and the military advisers in the area 
that Limerick was an example to all Legion 
clubs, not only in Ireland, but throughout 
the British Legion, in e.icienvy of manage. 
ment, and notably in the Legion spirit of 
service, help and comradeshi». She had aleo 
been told that the Women’s Section was as 
efficient as it could be. It was well orga- 
nised, and she could see for herself that the 
club was comiortable and well run, and she 
congratulated them heartily on that achieve- 
merit. 

She thanked them for what they had done 
ior Poppy Day, and, proceeding, said that 
they would be pleased to learn that, from the 


latest returns received Poppy Day for 192% 


had exceeded 1927 by £19,000, so that the 
amount had reached £552,000; but all the 
money was needed to help the ex-Service 
men.

For that reason she suggested that all 
branches in Ireland should make a special 
effort to place their men in suitable employ- 
ment. Starting a factory could only touch 
the fringe of the subject of employment, and 
she appealed to the branches to undertake 
this part of the work, which she had very 
much at heart. 

Lady Haig was presented with a beautiful 
bouquet of flowers by Master John Wynne, 
whose father was killed in the war. 

Major-General Sir William Hickie having 
spoken on the good position of the Limerick 
Club, Lady Haig presented to the Chairman 
her autographed p otograph.

TO BE REMOVED FROM 
O'CONNELL BRIDGE. 

The Smith-O’ Brien stutue at the O Connell 
Bridge corner of D'Olier street and West- 
moreland street, Dublin, is being removed by 
the Dublin City Commissioners, hecause it is 
a serious obstruction to traffic at this parti- 
ularly busy point.

An attack was launched by the Opposi- 
tion against the Constitution (Amend- 
ment No. 12) Bill when President Cos- 
grave moved the second reading. The gist 
of the Fianna Fail complaint was that 
the measure extended the powers of the 
Senate unduly in making a decision as to 
whether or not a bill was a money bill. 
The debate was adjourned. 

Professor Tierney’s amendment that the 
second reading of the Oireachtas (Pay- 
ment of Members) (No. 2) Bill should be 
adjourned pending consideration of the 
measure by a joint committee of the two 
Houses, was carried by 64 votes to 52. 
The bill proposes to reduce the allowances 
of Senators. 

The House agreed to the second reading 
of the Workmen’s Compensation (Increase 
of Compensation) Bill, 1929. 

On the motion for adjournment, Mr. 
Carney, the Fianna Fail member for 
Donegal, brightened upsthe proceedings 
by introducing ‘‘Mr. X ” in connection 
with the letting of two army huts at 
Buncrana.

THE DEFINITION OF A MONEY 


BILL. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, in- 
formed Mr. Fahy (F.F., Galway) that the 
initial annual cost of increasing to £70 a year 
the pensions of retired teachers whose pen- 
sions are at present below that figure would 
be slightly over £21,000. 

President COSGRAVE moved the second 
reading of the Constitution (Amendment No. 
12) Bill, which proposes to extend from three 
to seven days the period in which the Senate 
can appeal against the decision of the Chair: 
man as to whether a bill is a Money Bill or 


not. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.) expressed 
regret that the President had not given a 
more elaborate explanation of the purposes of 
the bill. It was a bill seeking to increase the 
powers of the Senate in respect of questioning 
the decision of the Chairman of the Dail as 
to whether a particular bill was a Money Bill 
or not. 

According to Article 35 of the Constitution 
two-fifths of the members of the Senate, 
within three days after a bill had been passed 
by the Dail, could, in writing to the Chair- 
man of the Dail, have the question whether 
it was, or was not, a Money Bill referred to 
a Special Committee on Privileges over which 
a Judge of the Supreme Court would preside. 
The present bill was designed to increase the 
period of seal to seven davs, and, in addi- 
tion, to give the Senate power by a majority 
vote of “members—not less than thirty being 
present at any sitting—to have the bill re- 


ferred to this Special Committee. 
The motive behind the bill was to 
strengthen the power of the Senate in the 


direction of obstructing the Dail. It was an 
obsiructionist bill, intended to provide against 
the day when the Senate would be called upon 
to fulfil the main function for which it was 
established, namely, to obstruct legislation in 
the Dail at variance with the wishes of the 
signatories of the Trea@y 61 1921. 


I ANGERS IN A MONEY BILL. 
Major BRYAN COOPER 
Dublin County) said that Deputy Lemass. 
quite overlooked the fact that it was possible, 
to introduce into a money bill certain other: 
provisions of grave importance which were, 
not properly relevant to such a bill. For in- 
stance, he could imagine Deputy Lemass 
bringing in a bill which provided that from a 
certain date th2 allowance paid to Senators 
should ce e. That would be a money bill.! 
But he could imagine another clause in 
the bill stating that from that date the 
Senate would be abolished, and as the two 
were in the same bill. it would be quite 
possible for the Senate to be abolished with- 
out giving Senators a say in the matter. The 
bill was to provide machinery to remove a 
crisis, to get away from the violence of party 
and into a more réasonable atmosphere, pre- 
sided over by a judge of the High Court. 

Mr. FAHY; speaking in Irish, said that 
the President haa stated that the bil] was 
insignificant, but he thought that an explana- 
tion vas urgently needed, as the Constitution 
had been changed. Were the bill accepted it 
would further strengthen the Senate, and give 
to sixteen Senators the same powers as sixty 
deputies. 

Mr DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was a mistake for 
the President to concluce the debate without 
givittg every memper of the House an oppor- 
tunity of learning as much constitutional law 
as they conld. Were they to take the de- 
cision of the Committee as the last word 
on Constitutional Law’ He believed that 
there was sufficient safeguard for the Senate 
in the Constitution as it existed, and sug- 
gested that the réal object of the Govern- 
ment was not to strengthen the Constitu- 
tion, but to place as many obstacles as they 
could in the way of future Governments. 


WISH FATHER TO THE THOUGHT. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Boro’) agreed 
that it was inadvisable te be hasty in matters 
of this kind. The Government Front Bench 
was rapidly coming to an end, and the spirit 
in which the Government were closing up 
their tenancy was the spirit of a man who 
was going to sel] his landlord’s furniture 
beiore he would be put out. The bill was 
one of half-a-dozen testimentary benefits 
made in articulo mortia. 

Any attempt on the part of the Senate, 
under the new bill, to hold up a money bill, 
or to interfere in any way with money 
matters in this country would produce a 
clash in which the Senate itself would be 
removed with a speed which possibly was 
not desired, 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.) said 
that the bill was one that ought to be taken 
seriously, in view of the important issues 
which it raised. It was sible that, as a 
result of the bill, grave differences of opinion 
might arise between the two Houses as to 
what was a money bill. 

The debate was adjourned at 12 o'clock to 
allow of private members’ business being 


taken.

Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univ.) 
said that he thought the Independents could 
congratulate themselves that their proposals 
had led to a very useful discussion. Unfortu- 
nately the debate was brought, at a very early 
stage, to the level of personalities, and he was 
afraid that if he had replied ov an earlier date 
he would have responded accordingly, parti- 
cularly as there was a tendency, if person- 
alities were overlooked, to take advantage of 
the fact. He agreed with the President that 
indulgence in personalities tended to draw 
away the discussion from the real merits of 
the case. 

It seemed to him that, on the face of it, 
there was a case for consideration, as it was 
very doubtful to them whether at any time 
the various calls on Senators and Deputies 
justified the ratio of equality being applied 
to the question of allowances given. He 
emphasised the fact that the moneys paid 
were not selanes, but allowances, and were 
so intended from the beginning. 

The only suggestion put up was that the 
effect of this proposal would be that the 
wage-earner would find it impossible to become 
a candidate fir membership of the Senate. 
It seemed to Lim that the proposition made 


by the Ind 
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of the wage-earner as compared with one who 
was in receipt of a regular salary. 

He did not believe that any Deputy was 
sincere in suggesting that the amendment 
was moved with a view to shelving the 
uostion or confining the discussion to secrecy. 
t was so obviously nothing of the kind. He 
proposed to vote for the amendment, but 
reserved to himself the right of coming to a 
decision on the main bill when it came back. 
On a division, the amendment of Professor 
Tierney postponing the second reading of the 
bill until the matter had been saor ts by 
a Joint Committee oí the two Honses, or for 
three months, whichever should be the 
shorter period, was carriéd by 64 votes to 52.

BILL TO INCREASE AMOUNT 
OF COMPENSATION. 

Mr. VINCENT RICE (Govt., Dublin N.) 
moved the. second reading of the Workmen’s 
Compensation (Increase of Compensation) 
Bill, 1929. He explained that the object of 
the measure was to increase the amount of 
compensation in cases of fatal and non-fatal 
accidents which happened to workmen in the 
course of their employment. Under the 
existing Jaw, if a workman was fatally 
injured his dependants would be entitled to 
compensation. the minimum being £150 and 
maximum £300. The bill would increase the 
minimum sum to £200 and the maximum to 
£600. Under the head of incapacity, total 
or partial, two temporary measvres had heen 
passed in 1917 and 1919, the effect of which 
was to increase the amounts by 75 per cent. 
These Acts were still in force, and the bill 
sought to stebilise the increases. In the case 
of total incapecity the maximum at present 
payable was 23s. a week, and the bill pro- 
posed to incresse that amount to 35s. a week 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough) 
welcomed the bill. Jt could only he looked 
upon as piecemeal legislation. he said. but it 
was ah honest to attempt to deal with one 
phase of industrial life. 

BETTER TMAN BRITISH BILL. 

Mr. A. J. CASSIDY (Lah., Donezal) said 
that the proposals in the hill were somewhat 
better than the British legislation, hut at the 
same time the hill did not go as far as the 
recommendations made by the Committee. 
He referred to the question of insurance, and 
said that the emnlover in Encland had to 
pay higher premiums. He understood that 
the increased henefits would, not mean in. 
creased premiums, as the insurante compe nies 
had given an assurance to that effect 

Mr. RICE said that ke had made no state- 
ment of receiving such an assurance. The 
deputy was probably referring to the state- 
ment of an insurance representative on the 
Committee that the increased benefits would 
not mean increased premiums. 

Mr. J. GOOD (Ind., Dublin County) said 
that he was disappointed that a matter of 
this magnitude should be left to be dealt 
with in a private member’s bill. There were 
recommendations in the Committee’s report 
which, if carried out, would achieve the 
results desired without impos'ng an addi- 
tional burden on industry. Industry, at 
moment, was carrying burdens greater than 
it could bear, and it was not desirable that 
ifurther burdens should be placed on it. There 
however, considerable changes since 
the original Werkmen’s Compensation Act 
was passed in 1996, and it was advisable to 
bring it up to date. He urged the Minister 
to consider whether the proper course should 
this bill should be withdrawn. and 
that the recommendations of the Commission 
should be embodied in a new hill. 

INTERNATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., Mavo) welcomed 
the bill, although he thought its provisions 
might be more widely extended. The matter 
of conventions with other countries under 
these Acts was one of great importance, 
because persons from the Free State who 
were injured while working in Great Britain. 


if they returned home, would be refused 
payment by insurance companies. He had 
knowledge of cases of extreme hardship 


where persons were deprived of their just 
rights. This was a matter which ought to 
be speedily set right. 

Captain REDMOND (National League, 
Waterford) said that he was glad to hear 
Deputy Good state that the Act of 1906 ought 
to be brought up-to-date, but he did not 
agree that 1t was not advisable that a bill 
like this should be introduced by a private 
member. He thought it was highly commend- 
able that private members should focus 
attention on the necessity of introducing, on 
an early date, a more comprehensive bill. As 
one who was fairly well acquainted with the 
working of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
he thought this bill would meet the immediate 
needs. No one could say that the proposed 
change was in any way extravagant, and there 
was an immediate necessity for something to 
be done. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industr 
and Commerce, said that the bill dealt with 
cnly one thing—the amount of the awards— 
and he had no objection to its terms. It 
followed almost entirely the recommendations 
of the Workmen’s Compensation Commission. 
Although there was at present legislation 
being prepared which would deal almost 
entirely with the Commission’s recommenda- 
tion, he had no objection to the proposals 
in the bill. He could hold out no hope of 
legislation to implement the Commission’s 
report being introduced before the autumn. 
With regard to the point raised by Mr. 
Ruttledge, he said that they had not found 
an easy approach to other Governments in 
respect of reciprocal arrangements. 

The second reading was agreed to, 


MH A IN DONEGAL. 


THE LETTING OF TWO ARMY 
HOTS. 


On the motion for the adjournment, 


Mr. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) raised 


the question of a letting by the Board of 


Works of two Army huts to Messrs. Moore 
and at Bumetana. He stated that 
Messrs. re and Co, were shirt man 
turers in Buncrana, that their premises were 
not suitable, and that they applied to the 
authorities to lease them a couple of Army 
huts attached to the naval barracks, in which 
they proposed to take up not alone the manu- 
facture of shirts and collars, but of pyjamas, 
boiler shirts and dungarees. After consider- 
able negotiation Messrs. Moore and Co, were 
granted .a lease for five years at an anunal 
rental of £55, provided that statutorv 
sanction could be obtained, 

On October ist, 1928, the Board of Works 
communicated with Messrs. Moore, and stated 
that they could have the lease with that 
proviso, on condition that they put the 
premises in repair; walled it off from the 
barracks, and constructed a suitable separate 
entrance. Messrs. Moore enicred into posses- 
sion, abandoned their old premises, and were 
employing thirty girls and, in addition, giving 
an amount of work to be done hy the 
cottagers iv: their homes. 

On Wednesday last they were told that the 
statutory sanction had not been granted 
end that they would have to vacate the 
premises. He suggested that this decision 
was taken because a mysterious '“ Mr. X”’ 
had whispered to the Minister. “Mr. X” 
was nov mysterious to him (Mr. Carney). 
He knew that “Mr. X” had boasted in 
uncrana a month ago that he would have 
Mr. Moore put out. If Messrs. Moore were 
ejected. what was to happen to the thirty 
girls and the cottagers who were maintaining 
themselves on the home work? 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) said that 
he objected to the underhand method adopted. 
These premises should have been advertised 
in the principal local paper, but the Minister 
wishing to satisfy a private grievance, did 
not give that paper advertisements. 


‘A SIX COUNTY FIRM.” 

Mr. JOHN WHITE (Government, Donegal) 
said that on his own showing Mr. Carney 
had secured these premises for a Six County 
firm behind the backs of the Buncrana manu- 
facturers. It was a storm in a tea cup. The 
premises should have been advertised. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister lor Finance, said 
that the usual procedure in the leasing of 
State property was to advertise it. In certain 
eases where premises had been vacant for a 
long time and a genuine offer was made for 
them, it was assumed that no one else wanted 
them, and they were Jet without advertising 
them. In this case it was different. The 
premises had not been vacant, and when the 
matter came before him personally recently 
he was satisfied that the letting should not 
have been made without advertising, 
especially as he understood that local manu- 
facturers might desire to bid for the place. 

Mr. CARNEY—That is Senator McLoughlin. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that Messrs. Moore had 
been twice warned of the conditions of the 
letting, in December and in January, and 
the Board of Works had pointed out to them 
that it would be very imprudent for them to 
incur any expense until the statutory sanction 
had been obtained as. if not obtained, they 
would have to vacate the nremises.

At the adjourned first ordinary general 
meeting of the Irish Fresh Meat Co., Ltd., in 
Drogheda yesterday, it was revealed thdt the 
company’s net loss during the period from 
its formation on the 8th June, 1927, to Glst 
December, 1928, was £24,653 3s. 2d 

This loss was attributed in the annual re- 
port to— 

(1) The general weakness of the fresh meat 
trade in England, and the fact that 
best cattle in Ireland were not fetching 
their meat price in London. 

(2) Insufficiency of working capital, and the 
consequent necessary restriction by the 
company to a small weekly kill which 
was insufficient to carry the weekly 
factory expenses. 

The motion to adopt the report and state- 
ment of accounts was lost on a show of 
hands by seven votes to four, but on a poll 
of aggregate shares it was carried by 2,126 
to 1,470. It was stated that the company 
probably would go into voluntary liquidation. 
A Receiver waa present at vesterday s meet- 
ing at the request of the directors. 


SHAREHOLDERS’ 
QUESTIONS. 


DEMAND FOR COMPLETE 
INVESTIGATION.

DROGHEDA, Friday. 
The meeting was held at St. Mary's Mills, 
Drogheda, Maior T. G. Collins-Gerrard, chair- 
man, presiding, and the other directors 
present were :—-Senator Counitan and Mr. D.

‘‘The present position and future policy 
of the company are matters which are now 
receiving the careful consideration of the 
directors. 

‘‘During the period to date three of the 
original directors, Sir Joseph Nunan, Mr. J.

The Chairman then put the motion for the 
adoption of the report and statement of 
accounts, which on a show of hands was lost 
by 7 votes to 4.

The Chairman—I think the shareholders are 
aware that the management at that time was 
anything but satisfactory. 

Mr. Gibney—Seeing that your buyer could 
not get the cattle in the condition that he 
wanted them in, would it not have been 
possible to have devised some means of the 
company finishing the cattle themselves? It 
would have been better than to have waited 
until all the money was gone. 

Another Shareholder—The strange thing 
about it is that when cattle owners came 
and gave their names the buyer did not g> 
out to see the stock. The whole thing seemed 
to be rotten.

FORGERY CHARGE AT 
LONGFORD. 


From Our Own COoRRESPONDENT. 
LOUNGFURD, Frday. 

Richard Cummings, who was stated to have 
been at one time a member of the Bower- 
Westwood Opera Company, and now em- 
ployed in Sligo, appeared in Longford, be- 
fore District Justice Kenny, on a charge of 
forgery, by putting the name, Eric James, 
to a letter addressed to the Secretary of the 
Literary Club, Dungarvan, Waterford, with 
a view of obtaining money by fraudulent 
means, | 

Mr. Edward Phelan, President of the 
Literary Club, and the Secretary gave evi- 
dence of having received a letter purporting 
to be signed by Eric James, a weil-known 
member of an operatic company. ‘The letter 
ran:—‘‘ Dear Old Chap,—l am sending out 
an 8.0.8, to you, and also my friends in 
Dungarvan. Things have turned out bad for 
me. I have left the Bower-Westwood Opera 
Company and launched out on my own, with 
disastrous results, and am _ stranded here 
(Longford). To add to my other misiortunes, 
Í have fractured my ankie, and am laid up. 
It’s an urgent 5.0.5. I send out, and if you 
yet up a benefit concert you would be doing 
me a great favour. I cannot hold out many 
days.—Eric James.” 

Mr. Phelan said that he was aware that 
Mr. James was then in London, and he 
passed the letter on to a friend of his, who 
sent it to Mr. James. 

Mr. Eric James said that the letter came 
as a great shock to him, and he sent it by 
registered letter to the Civic Guards at Long- 
ford. He had seen Cummings at a smoking 
concert given in Dungarvan in honour of the 
members of the Bower-Westwood Company.

complete lack of principle, 
deliberate intention to have 
time ” at any cost. 

What are the causes of this 
decay? No doubt, it derives in part from 
the shock which the Great War gave to 
moral values throughout the world, and, 
in still larger part, from the civic troubles 
during which morality, public and 
private, was at a discount. Some allow- 
ance must be made for the children df 
those dreadful days when violence and 
plunder were advocated as patriotic 
duties, and the very insecurity of human 
life bred an utter recklessness of human 
conduct. To such causes, perhaps, we 
may trace the downfall of parental re- 
sponsibility and the disregard of religious 
teaching that are producing the present 
harvest of sexual looseness and crime. 
Whatever the causes may be, nobody will 
call us alarmists or pessimists when we 
say that the matter has gained the pro- 
portions of a national problem, that con- 
cerns all who value their country’s name 
and welfare. It is a sad misfortune that 
the public mind has been put upon a false 
track by the Free State Government’s 
absurd Censorship Bill. The decay is 
home-grown, and to try to treat it with 
this bill is to try to cure a cancer with a 
mustard plaster. Some useful things the 
Government could do, and ought to do 
without further delay. The number of 
illegitimate births would be reduced, and 
the crime of infanticide would be abated, 
if every father of an illegitimate child 
were made responsible for its support. If 
the Oireachtas were so minded, it could 
pass the legislation for this purpose 
within a week, The clergy, the judges and 
the police are in agreement concerning 
the baneful effects of drink and low dance- 
halls upon rural morals. Further restric- 
tions on the sale oí drink, a remorseless 
war on the poteen industry, the strict 
supervision of dance-halls, and the 
banning (by law, if need be) of all-night 
dances would abolish many inducements 
to sexual vice. Such measures would be 
helpful, but the real remedy must be 
sought in the home and in the school. 
Parents must recapture their old sense of 
responsibility, and children must be 
taught to acknowledge their parents’ 
control. The teacher must co-operate; for 
the chances are that, if discipline and 
good manners are not learned at school,

Yesterday Mr. Lloyd George addressed 
four hundred Liberal candidates for the 
forthcoming general election, The way of 
Liberalism has been very hard since the 
Great War.

The Growth of London. 


How far will the growth of modern 
cities continue? Will almost everybody 
live in cities at some time in the future, 
or shall we see a “back to the land”’ 
movement among urban dwellers? Papers 
which were read at the Auctioneers’ and 
Estate Agents’ Institute in London, on 
Thursday night, do not suggest that the 
limits of expansion have been reached, at 
least in one great city. The growth of 
London is a modern phenomenon. Other 
cities have increased more rapidly in size, 
in wealth and in population, but London 
is unique in its combination of commercial 
supremacy with ancient dignity. One of 
the papers made reference to the increase 
in the annual value of property. Even 
if allowance is made for the depreciated 
value of money, the increment in value 
is astonishing. When Regent street was 
laid out a century ago many of the shop 
plots were leased at ground rents of £10 
per annum. The ground rents which have 
been obtained recently were as much as 
£3 10s. per annum for every superficial 
foot, “ showing a capital value as great as 
if the site were covered with a layer of 
golden coin.” London, in common with 
many other cities, was confronted during 
and since the war by a serious housing 
shortage. This problem is a comparatively 
recent one. In 1908, at a meeting of the 
Surveyors’ Institution, it was stated that 
at that time there were 50,000 empty 
houses within the limits of the County of 
London—a number which must be doubled 
to include the enormous area occupied by 
the ring of outer suburbs. Twenty years 
ago house agents’ boards were i: plentiful 
as chimney-pots. Nowadays not only is 
every house occupied, but many of them 
afford accommodation for two or three 
tenants. Builders are casting covetous 
eyes on the public squares and gardens 
that are to be found throughout the 
city in abundance. Happily, there is 
little fear that the world’s greatest city 
will be spoiled for Londoners and for 
visitors, even to satisfy the needs of the 
‘* house-hunter.”’

The Entry of Spring.

SIR JOSIAH STAMP ON 
ROAD COMPETITION. 


Sir Josiah Stamp, at the meeting of 
the L.M. and 8. Railway Company, re- 
viewed the past year’s working. ‘‘ The 
losses in traffic receipts,’’ he said, ‘‘ were 
extremely severe. The reasons for the 
roc? WEIR in passenger traffic are tlree- 
old :— 

(1) Industrial depression : 

(2) Road competition; and 

(5) Reduced fares to conserve traffic 

against further losses to the roads. 

The reasons for the loss of freight train 
revenue are, shortly. bad trade and road 
competition, with the emphasis on the 
former, but one other factor is the new 
method of charging from January 1.

DECLINE CHECKED. 

The very serious decline was checked 
about the end of August, and in the 
current year the receipts are better than 
in the correspondiyg period of 1928, but 
the improvement has so far only partially 
made good the loss in that year as com- 


pared with 1927.

The more one listens to debates in Dail 
Eireann the more one marvels at the 
patience and tolerance of the Chair and 
the fortitude of the Press Gallery. 

There is an almost insupportable 
tendency on the part of the leadin 
speakers on al] benches to repetition, me 
go strong is this tendency that the con- 
stant listener is reduced virtually toa 
state of nervous prostration. 

“I am opposing this bill because 1 
believe so-and-so, and because I think 
that the best safeguard the plain people 
can have is so-and-so,’’ says a speaker, 
and, having made every point that it is 
within his capacity to make in less than 
ten minutes, he continues to repeat them 
during another thirty or sixty minutes. 


REPETITION, 

There are few members of the Ministry 
who can be excluded entirely from the 
general charge of ‘‘ long-windedness,”’ 
but,.in all candour, the chief culprits are 
to be found in Fianna Fail’s front 
benches. It is unfortunate, but a fact, 
tha‘ the spokesmen of the Opposition 
hold the view that they have failed in 
their duty to themselves and their con- 
stituents unless they can “hold the 
floor ’’ for at least thirty, and, prefer- 
ably, sixty minutes. 

Some such reflections must surely have 
occupied the minds of the solitary three 
spectators. who occupied the Public 
Gallery of the Dail yesterday while 
the deputies debated the second reading 
of the Constitution, (No. 12) Amending 
Bill, which proposes to extend the period 
within which the Senate will be entitled 
to appeal against a decision of the chair- 
man as to whether a bill is or is not a 
money bill. 

Mr. Leinass anticipated a constitutional] 
crisis if the measure were enacted, con- 
tending that it was designed to strengthen 
the power of. the Senate in obstructing the 
functions of the Dail. 

Within a few minutes after he had risen 
to speak, Mr. Lemass: had made all the 
points that he desired to make against the 
measure, but he proceeded to repeat them 
s> frequently as to drive an unaccustomed 
listener into a state of nervous hysteria. 


SENATORS’ SALARIES AGAIN. 

It goes without saying that the House 
had not sufficient time in which to con- 
clude the debate, and so we resumed the 
discussion on the second reading of Pro- 
fessor Thrift’s bill to reduce the amount 
of Senators’ allowances. 

It may be remembered that last Friday 
Professor Tierney put forward an amend- 
ment sugyesting that further considera- 
tion of the bill should be postponed until 
a Joint Committee of the two Houses had 
examined Professor Thrift’s proposal. The 
Fianna Fail had opposed the amendinent 
on the ground that it was a Ministerial 
move to shelve the issue, and the Labour 
group opposed beth the second reading 
motion and the amendment on the basis 
that they would have the effect of 
excluding the working man from member- 
shin of the Senate. 

The upshet of the resumed debate 
yesterday was that on a free vote of the 
House, Professor Tierney’s amendment 
(which Professor Thrift had accepted) was 
adopted by 64 votes to 52. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 

After this Mr. Vincent Rice moved the 
second reading of his Worxmen’s Com- 
pensation (Increase of Compensation) Bill 
to increase the minimum and maximum 
amounts payable to workmen under the 
1906 Act from £150 and £300 respectively 
to £300 and £600; also to make a 
maximum weekly payment of 35s., and to 
put those who became nartially incapaci- 
tated in a better position. 

The Minister of Industry and Commerce 
did not oppose the measure, but he in- 
dicated that it was preliminary to a com 
prehensive measure which he intended to 
introduce not earlier than the antumn, to 
give effect to the findings of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Committee. The 
second reading was agreed to without a 
division, and the House adjourned to 
Wednesday next.

ART EXPERT. 


“FLORA” CONTROVERSY 
RECALLED.

. BERLIN, Friday. 


The death occurred here to-day of 
Professor Wilhelm Von e, . former 
Director of the Kaiser Friedrich Museum, 
a well-known art expert. He was’ aged 
84 years. 

By the death of Professor Von Bode 
Germany loses an art expert of interna- 
tional fame. He was virtually respon- 
sible, during the last 30 years, for bring- 
ing the art collections of the Prussian 
State Museums to their present high 
standard. In 1905 he was appointed 
General Director of all the Royal 
Museums of Prussia, and, with imde- 
fatigable zeal he turned them from 
somewhat second-class collections into 
galleries of world-renown, by procuring 
art treasures of all kinds from all over 
the world. 

It was Bode who was responsible for 
the construction of the famous Kaiser 
Friedrich Museum, where he held the 
post of director until quite recently. 

In this museum is exhibited the wax 
bust of “ Flora.” which caused great 
controversy in art circles before the war. 
Dr. Bode declared that it was the work 
of Leonardo da Vinci. despite the fact 
that a waistcoat found inside the bust 
convinced numerous experts that the bust 
was not the work of the famous Italian. 

Professor Bode has written numerous 
books on art, in which sphere his word 
was regarded as law in Germany. One of 
his last acts was an appeal to the 
ex-Kaiser to forbid’ his relatives to sel] 
their art treasures to foreign collectors.

The Speaker of the Northern Ireland 
House of Commons, the Right Hon. Hugh 
O'Neill, in a letter to the Right Hon. W. 
R. Young, of Galgorm Castle, Co. Antrim, 
has announced that he does not propose 
to offer himself as a candidate for County 
Antrim at the next general election for 
the Northern Parliament. 

“ It is now nearly eight years,’’ he says, 
‘since the electors first sent me to re- 
present them in our new Parliament, and 
during that time I have received nothing 
but the greatest kindness and considera- 
tion from them on all occasions. 

“ I cannot sufficiently say how much I 
appreciate this, the more so since my 
position as Speaker has precluded me 
from taking an active part in debate. My 
successor will, I: hope, be a more satis- 
factory member in this respect. 

“If it is the wish of my constituents 
that I should do so, I am prepared to 
stand again for the Imperial Parliament. 
In the event of my return it would, J 
know, be more and more difficult 
to give proper attentién to the work 
in London long as I remained 
a member of the local Parliament. It is 
quite obvious that after the next election 
the continuous attendance of our mem- 
bers at Westminster will be necessary. 
It is my hope, therefore, that I may not 
have to say a final good-bye. 

“The step I am taking involves, of 
course, the resignation of my office as 
Speaker. This, unfortunately, will mean 
a permanent severance, and one I con- 
template with the greatest regret. As to 
that, it will be my duty to make a formal 
announcement in the House of Commons. 

“ With my great personal thanks to 
you personally, and to those of the 
country who have given me so much help.

FOUR MINERS KILLED.

TRAIN OF MINERAL 
WAGONS OVERTURNS. 


Four miners employed at Pit House 
Collierv, at Brandon, some four or five miles 
from Durham. were killed yesterday by the 
overturning of a train of mineral wagons in 
which they were travelling. They were all 
Married men. 

A train of mineral wagons had been formed 
near the colliery, and the four men got into 
the cabin of the locomotive, which was being 
tried for the first time after being over- 
hauled. The man in charge of the locomotive 
was attending to the trucks when the engine 
moved forward and dashed down a steep in- 
cline at great speed. At the end of a mile 
run. the wagons left the metals and fell 
in a heap. The engine, . still gaining 
speed left the rails about four hundred yards 
further on, and turned a complete somersault 
-into a field. One man was thrown out and 
fell under the locomotive. The other three 
were trapped in the cabin. All four died as 
the result of the escape of steam. - 

The father of one of the men, Thomas 
Taylor (58), was killed at the same colliery 
twenty-seven years ago. One of his brothers 


was drowned in the river at Durham, and a 
second brother was killed at a local colliery.

THE HAGUE, Friday. 
The Minister for Foreign Affairs replied 
to-day. to the questions asked by M. 
Heemskerk, in the Second Chamber, 
about the alleged secret Franco-Belgian 
Military. Agreement. 
The Minister for Foreign Affairs de- 
clared that, in answer to the questions 
whether the text of the treaty was 
authentic, and whether the extracts 
written in 1927 interpreting it were cor- 
rect, the Belgian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs had replied to the Dutch Minister 
in Brussels, referring him .to the state- 
ment made by him in the Belgian 
Chamber on February 26th, and to the 
declarations made by M. Vandervelde and 
M. Cauwelaert on the same ogcasion, deny- 
ing categorically the authenticity of the 
documents. 
A categorial denial, he said, had also been 
received from the French Government. The 
acting British Chargé d’Affaires had sent, 
on the instructions of his Government, the 
text of the declaration made in the House 
of Commons, stating that since the war, apart 
from the. Locarno Treaty, no agreement in- 
volving military obligations had been con- 
cluded between Great Britain and Belgium; 
that there was no agreement between the 
British General Staff and that of any other 
country whatever, and that no British Mili- 
tary Attaché in Prussels had even broached 
such a matter. In conclusion, the Foreign 
Minister declared that, in view of these state- 
ments, there was no reason for the Dutch 
Government to,make any represenfations to 
the Governments mentioned. - 
GERMANY REASSURED. 
From RKevter’s UCORRESPONDEMT.

A semi-official communiqué published here 
to-night contains the gist of a conversation 
which the German Ambassador in London 
has had with officials of the Foreign Office.

“PLAGUE BACILLI IN 
BOMBS.” 


SIR B. MOYNIHAN STICKS 
TO HIS STATEMENT. 


Sir Berkeley Moynihan, the eminent 
surgeon, yesterday told a Press 
tion reporter at Leeds that he had nothing 
to withdraw from his statement made a 
few days ago at the dinner of the Authors’ 
Club to the effect that the Germans 
dropped plague bacilli by bomb cver the 
Fifth British Army in 1918. 

-Herr Sthamer, the German Ambassador, 
published in The Times of yesterday an 
official denial of the story. 

To a Press Association reporier the 
Ambassador said: “Both the former 
Commander of the Fluyzeuqmeisiere’, who 
was in charge of the technical side of the 
German Air Force, and specially of the 
throwing cf bombs, and the former Chief 
of the Medical Department of the Air 
Force, have definitely stated that bombs 
thrown by the German Air Force have 
never carried plague bacilli of any kind, 
and that no attempt has ever been made 
to spread plague in this way.” 

When informed of this denial Sir 
Berkeley Moynihan replied: ‘My state- 
ment was founded on ctfticial records—the 
‘Official History of the War,’ Volume 2, 
Medical Services, Pages 453 and 460. The 
extracts are as follow : — 

“*On the Western front, in 1916, it was 
rumoured that the Germans might use 
plague as an offensive weapon against the 
Allied Armies, but this was considered 
highly improbable. In view of the rumour, 
however, the A.D.M.S. sanitation in 
France advised the Director+iencral that 
all sick or dead rats whose cudiiion was 
not due to the measures taken fer their 
destruction should be sent to a laloratury 
for examination. The French at the time 
were making a determined attsck against 
rats inhabiting the front line. and their 
methods were used by the British co- 
operating with them. 

“In January, 1918, the D.M.S.0., the 
Fifth Army, reported that the mobile 
laboratory in his area had examined some 
material dropped by an enemy balloon,

tion of rats and the notification of any

PROPOSED PAVILION 
FOR BRAY. 


OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 

A sworn inquiry was held yesterday at 

Bray Town Hall into the applicatian of Mr. 
Meghan, Commissioner for the affairs of Bray 
Urban Council, for permission to raise a loan 
of £5,000 for the erection of a pavilion on 
the Esplanade at Bray, Mr. Michael Ryan, 
G.E., held the inquiry on behalf of the 
Ministry for Local Government. 
__Mr. James Murnane (instructed by Mr. J. 
M. Magee, solicitor) appeared for the Commis- 
sioner Mr. P. J. Meghan, B.E. Mr. 
McDowell, solicitor, represented Mr. T. 
(0) Reilly, an objector. Mr. Picton Bradshaw, 
representing the Tickell estate, also appeared 
as an objector. 

Mr, Meghan, the Commissioner, said that 
he found when endeavouring to make use of 
the ex'sting large bandstand for concert 
parties and entertainments that he had to cut 
off a large section of the Esplanade, and this 
gave rise to a good deal of dissatisfaction. A 
pavilion, he submitted, would show a profit 
if reasonable care were exercised in the choice 
of the entertaining companies. It was pro- 
posed to raise the loan from the Council's 
treasurer, the Hibernian Bank, at 4 per cent., 
under the bank’s minimum discount rate, with 
a ten-year period for repayment. The cost of 
maintenance would be a year, with in- 
surance at £10, and staff wages £100; while 
the annual instalment and interest would be 
£775. He estimated the receipts at £2,000, 
less £1,100 guaranteed to artistes. He said 
that if this proposed pavilion were not erected 
the ratepayers would find that there would be 
nd amusements beyond band performances on 
the front during the next season.

CITY PLAYGROUNDS. 

TO THE EVITOR OF THE ERIS TIMES 

Sirx,—Your delightful “ Irishman’s Diary ’ 
records to-day in picturesque terms a little 
‘scene which can be witnessed in many streets 
in Dubiin every day. This is top-spinning 
season, and the children seem to consider that 
the pavements have been put down for the 
special benefit, and pursue their sport quite 
oblivious to the inconvenience they are caus- 
ing to foot-passengers intent on getting to 
their destination. When these games are 
varied by a surprise attack, such as is de 
scribed by your “ Irishman,’”’. of “ buy 
bandits,’’ rushing to the scene with mock 
revolvers, the resuits of the fun may very 
likely end in the police court or the hospital. 
Day by day we read of the pitiful tales of 
deaths and disablements of little boys aud 
girls caused by motor accidents, and no less 
sad stories of. children being classed as 
delinquents, because of getti:.; into mis h:ef 
when playing football in the streets, All this 
is because there are so few playgrounds in 
the city where children can indulge: their 
natural love. of games and develop both 
physically and morally through inch play, 
under wise and sympathetic supervision. 

For many years the Women’s Naticnal 
Health Association has maintained two or 
three such supervised playgrounds, where the 
improvement amongst the children, both in 
physique and in manners and moral, is so 
marked that it is heart-breaking that such a 
system is so limited because of lack of funds. 

For the last two summers an experiment 
has been made of shutting off a part: of 
Empress place, after school hours, and using 
it as a street playground, with the consent 
and co-operation of the City Commissioners. 
The experiment has proved an immense 
success, and the inhabitants of the. district 
have signified their pleasure and satisfaction 
in unmistakable terms. 

Is it not possible to interest the citizens of 
Dublin sufficiently in the playground move 
ment to enable many more such street play 
grounds to be started for the protection and 
benefit of the children of the city’? If they 
want to see what a supervised playground is 
like, let them go to the “Civic Playground,” 
in Constitution Hill, opposite King’s Inns, 
any afternoon between the hours of four and 
five o'clock, and see what even one play- 
ground can accomplish.—Yours, etc.,

FREE STATE GOVERNMENT 
WANTS. TIME. 
STATEMENT PROMISED 
IN BUDGET SPEECH, 


EE 
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De-rating proposals for the Irish Free 
State were considered at a meeting of the 
General Council of County Councils in 
Dublin yesterday. 

The meeting passed resolutions calling 
on the Government to introduce de-rating, 
commending proposals made by Mr. P. 
Belton for securing the requisite revenue, 
and, as de-rating could not in any case 
operate this year, calling for the doubling 
of the agricultural grant. 

The Chairman (Senator P. W. Kenny) 
informed the meeting tint the Minister 
for Finance intends to make a statement 
on de-rating when introducing his Budget. 

Several members expressed favourable 
opinions of a scheme put forward by Mr. 
David Frame. This scheme included the 
easing of local contributions to road main- 
tenance through the construction of con- 
crete roads out of a national loan.

DEMAND FOR DOUBLING THIS 
YEAR. 

‘The Chairman, opening the proceedings, 
said that a deputation from the Council had 
put certain schemes before the Minister for 
Finance. “The Minister had told them that 
de-rating had been receiving attention from 
the Executive Council for some time, and 
that his first pronouncement on the subject 
would be made in the Dail. No decision 
could be reached in time for the striking of 
the rate in the present year. In England, the 
Minister had stated, the matter was under 
consideration for ‘the last two years, Here 
they could not come to any decision for at 
least twelve months, but a statement would 
be made by him in the Dail when introducing 
his Budget. ‘The relief to agriculture, which 
was suggested, was about 1} millions a year, 
and the question for the Government was to 
see how that money was to be made up from 
other sources. ‘The general difficulty in deal- 
ing with. tariffs was that in RS. one 
industry another industry might be injured, 
so that matters required long and careful cor.- 
sideration. 

Mr. Brett (Meath) said that an order had 
heen issued by the Local Government Depart- 
ment, telling County Councils to strike a rate, 
and not to wait for a decision on this matter. 

The Chairman said that they had sent out 
notices to County Councils not to strike a rate 
until they had received the report of their 
Special Committee, and they could now in- 
struct the County Councils whether they were 
to strike a rate in the usual way. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne (Wicklow) spoke of the 
deputation to the Minister for Finance on 
Thursday, and said that his impression was 
that the Minister for Finance did not intend 
to do anything in the matter; at all evets, he 
made it quite clear that nothing would be 
done this yeur. 

Miss K. Breen (Kerry) said that the Kerry 
County Council postponed the striking of the 
rate finally, and it met the previous day, and 
asked the Minister to extend the time. ‘The 
road rate at present was going to 
tie up not uly the agricultural in- 
dustry, but it was going to tie up every 
Latepayer in the and it meant starva- 
ion. The guesticn was what steps were to 
be taken to relieve the country, because every- 
where one turned it was starvation. There 
were big salaries and pensions being paid to 
people, and she did not know where it was 
eoing to finish.

REVENUE DEVICES. 

Mr. P. Belton (Co. Dublin) said that the 
finance necessary to carry out the de-rating 
of agricultural land in the Free State could 
be derived from the following sources without 
any adverse effects on the business of the 
country :—(1) Dividends on securities covering 
legal tender or currency notes—£6,000,000 at 
5 p.c.—£300,000; (2) amend Currency Act 
end empower the Currency Commission to sell 
the consolidated bank notes to the joint stock 
banks at full face value as in the case of 
currency notes, and invest proceeds ‘in 
National Loan—dividends therefrom £6,000,000 
at 5 p.c.—£3500,000; (3) special tax of 1s. 6d. 
in the £ on incomes from foreign investments 
of £240,000.000 — income approximately 
£10.000.000 at le. 6d. in the £—£750,000; 
4) special tax of 1s. 6d in the & on divi- 
dends, profits, rents, pensions, etc., leaving 
the country annually — approximately 
£6,000.000—£450.000. By these means, he 
said, they would get a total revenue of 
£1.300.000. 

David Frame (County Wicklow) ex- 
plained the scheme put forward by him 
(which was summarised in yesterday’s /rish 
Times), and said that his principal point 
in .advancing his scheme was that at the 
present time the farmers objected to being 
taxed for main and trunk roads, because 
these roads were of no use to them. They 
said that they could not drive horses or 
cattle on these roads, and that was true, 
hecause immediately rain came these roads 
became like glass. Ina America and Canada 
and other countries the. Governments had 
taken up the question of roads, and made 
it a State question. By building good 
roads —concrete roads—nobody actually knew 
the life of them. He had seen concrete 
roads laid down in America fifteen years 
ayo, and they were still quite good. Engi- 
neers estimated the life of them as at least 
twenty years. He was only giving the life 
of the rvad at ten years, and after that he 
was putting down a certain amount for re- 
pairs. Once roads were Jaid down they 
would not cost anything like £5,000 a mile 
to keep in repair for the second ten years. 
In fact, £500 a mile should do it. This 
country wanted employment, and building 
houses gave a certain amount of employment, 
but only a certain area got the benefit of it. 
In building roads all over the Free State 
they were going to give employment all 
over the country. 


EMPLOYMENT ON ROADS. 

He did not know of any other form of 
work that would give as much employment 
as the making ot roads. He had gone 
into the question, and he calculated that, 
by building 400 miles of roads per annum, 
it would give employment directly and in- 
directiy to 15,000 men for forty weeks of 
the year for ten years.” That would relieve 
a great deal of distress which existed in 
the country at the present time, and it 
would stop emigration. By taking the un- 
employed men off the dole the effect 
would) be that Mr. Blythe would not lose a 
‘penny. 

Petrol tax was the cheapest tax collected in 
the Free State, because it came in large 
quantities, and could be easily examined in 
the ships. He proposed to give motor cars 
used for pleasure a reduction of 50 per cent. 
in the tax, and cars used for commercial 
purposes a reduction of 20 per cent. 

One of the ideas of this scheme was to give 
farmers relief of rates, and for the first three 
years this would give a relief of £600,000 per 


‘annum, and, after that, it would decrease. 


because, with employment in the country, 
people would be in a better position to pay 
rates. i 

This scheme would give employment to 
15,000 men for ten years. Then "á was the 
question of the establishment of a cement 
factory. At present there was not enough 
cement used in the country to keep a cement 
factory going. because a cement factory 
worked night and day, except for a week at 
Christmas. It took between 400 and 500 tons 
ut cement to make a mile of road 18 to 21 
feet wide, so that they would need 160,000 
tons of cement a year, and that would give 
an opportunity of starting a cement factory in 
the country. - 

Mr. W. Forgrave (County Monaghan) said 
that they were deeply indebted to Rae 
Belton and Frame for the immense trouble 
they had taken in this matter. (Hear, hear.) 
He used to think that he had average jntelli- 
gence, but now he was beginning to think 
very, little of himself, because he confessed 
that he was not able to follow the reasonin 
of Mr. Belton. If the farmers got this relie 
other people would not get it.

Mr. Forgrave said that they had descrip 
tions of the country being starving, but he 


wondered if they were correct. Last Saturday 
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he did not know how mueh money 
was spent in connection with a football 
mateh in Dublin—(a member, “10,000 “)— 
and they had theatres and picture, houses all 
over the county.

Mr. J. A. O'Neill (Co. Dublin) proposed 
that the Minister for Finance be asked to 
double the present agyricultura) grant 
of £1,200.,000 and that the sum 
of £250,000 at present improperly taken 
from the road fund and given to the 
Central Fund, be refunded. 

After some discussion the first portion of 
Mr. Belton’s motion was passed unanimously 
—namely, that the Council request the 
Minister to de-rate agricultural land in a 
similar way and from a similar date as the 
Governments of Great Britain and Northern 
Ire!'and. 

After considerable further diseussion, on 
the motion of Mr. Aherne, seconded by Mr. 
Gilligan (Sligo), the following resolution was 
adopted, the chairman dissenting :— 

“That the Council adopt the scheme of Mr. 
P, Belton as a sound national scheme to 
finance de-rating, but that, owing to the late- 
ness of the time for preparing a de-rating 
scheme, we demand that the agricultural 
grant of £1,200,000 be doubled, and we re- 
quest the Minister for Finance to prepare a 
de-rating scheme for future years on the 
lines suggested by Mr. P. Belton and Mr. D. 
Frame.’ 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 
NORTHERN IRELAND 
INSURANCE BILL, 


On the order for the second reading of the 
Unemployment Insurance (Northern Ireland 
Agreement) Bill in the House of Commons 
yesterday, 

Mr. Pethick Lawrence (Labour, Leicester- 
shire) moved an amendment to the effect that, 
while willing to render financial assistance to 
meet ths deficit in the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Fund in Northern Ireland in order to 
safeguard the rights of unemployed insured 
persons, the House “‘ cannot assent to a bill 
which would establish permanent!y an unfair 
differentiation in the methods of dealing with 
the respective deficits in the Unemployment 
[Insurance Funds of thig country and of 
Northern lreland.’’ He complained that the 
financial assistance to be given was not in 
the nature of a Joan, but was to take the form 
of a free grant in perpetuity. He characterised 
the transaction as ‘‘a conspiracy between two 
Tory Governments,” It was “' a dole to the 
Ulster Government.” 

Captain Charles Craig (County Antrim) said 
that all that the Government of Northern [re- 
land asked was that a mistake committed in 
not making insurance a _ reserved service, 
should be as far as possible rectified. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald (Labour, Aber- 
avon) asked why the bill was necessary now, 
though the agreement did not expire til! 
next March? The dying gifts of this 
Government, be said, are really getting a 
nuisance, and he asked if the Government 
was consideriag the re-amalgamation of the 
two countries, 

Mr. A. M. Samuel, Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, said that there was no qutes- 
tion of re-amalgamation. The bill was in- 
troduced early, in order that the necessary 
arrangements could be made by the Govern 
ment of Northern Ireland within the finan 
cial} year. Referring to a suggestion that 
he had a ‘‘ Treasury mind,” Mr. Samuel 
said that thirty years in business had giver 
him the ordinary, average business mind, 
looking at business things in a business way. 
It was the Opposition which would not face 
the facts, except for Mr. Wheatley and 
Mr. Buchanan, (Laughter.) : 

Mr. J. Beckett (Labour, Gateshead)—The 
best company you ever found yourself in. 
(Langhter.) ‘ 

The amendment was rejected by 124 votes 
to 38, and the House agreed to the second 
reading. 


GAELIC INFLUENCE, 

Mrs. Katharine Tynan Hinkson, the 
eminent Ivish authoress and poetess, read a 
paper on “The Influence of the Gaelic on 
Anglo-Irish Poetry ” before the members of 
the College Gaelic Society in the Graduates’ 
Memorial Building in Trinity College, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon., Mr, W. Kennedy, 
F., 1.C.D., was in the chair. 

Mrs. Hinkson referred at the outset to the 
fact that the distinguishing characteristics of 
a people were inbred in each nation, and 
would always remain. The many English 
and the Scotch settlers in Ireland brought 
but little of their national individuality into 
the country in which they settled, and so the 
national mode of expression, of which poetry 
was the finest form, had always been in Ire- 
land totally different to that of other coun- 
tries. 

Although the original poetry was in Gaelic, 
a band of trausiators, some of them Anglo- 
Irish, gave a new and beautiful element to 
the translations; which were sometimes better 
than the original. 

Edward Walsh, Callanan, Mangan, Uyde, 
(George Fox and George Ogle were some of 
the Anglo-Irish forerunners who captured. the 
Gaelic music and set it to English verse at 
the time when the stilted ciassicalism of 
English poetry was the vogue. 

This Irish poetry, consisting mainly of love 
songe—ii not the love between man and 
woman,, theu the love for Ireland, imagined 
us a beautiful woman—was melliflous, simple 
and passionate, always with a wild note in it, 
sensuous but not sensual. 

Having dealt. with the Jacobite poetry and 
with Moore, Aubrey de Vere, Allingham and 
Ferguson, Mrs. Hinkson said that the middle 
of the nineteenth century brought to Ireland 
a very English and complentative school of 
poetry which was better suited to a more 
deliberate nation. 

Side by side with this school struggled the 
pan-Celtic Society, which was afterwards sub- 
merged by the movement of which Yeats was 
the leader and in which '“-A.E.” was also 
a discoverer. 

These two, and the poets who followed 
them, Seumas O'Sullivan, Padraic Colum, 
toseph. Campbell and others. were responsible 
for the Anglo-Irish poetry, founded on Gaelic 
tradition, which was a precious thing that 
would keep Ireland’s place as a separate 
hation amongst the nations of the world. 
Professor W. F. Trench pronosed a vote 
of thanks, which was seconded by Mr. Henry, 
F.,T.C.D. 

The Very Rev. T. W O’Ryan, Miss Nora 
Watson, Messrs. C. W. C. Quin and G E. 
Gill also spoke.

That in the coming financial year 
approximately £150,000 will accrue to the

[In subsequent years, the report states, 
the duty accruing is likely to fall in pro- 
portion as the Free State woollen industry 
secures a greater share of the home 
market, and it is added that ‘‘ ultimately 
the annual yield from the new duty is 
likely to be much reduced, tending to be- 
come confined to the duty paid on cloths 
of a luxury character, on specialities not 
manufactured in the Free State, and on 
low-priced cloths immediately above the 
exemption limit.” 

WOOLLEN MILLS’ FUTURE. 

As to the prospects created for the 
woollen industry by the new tariff, the 
Commissioners observe :— 

The effect of the tariff which we recommend 
should be to enable the Saorstat manufac- 
turers to re-establish themselves in the home 
market arid to recover at least the proportion 
of the trade which they formerly held. The 
fact that the industry fas lost ground in re- 
cent years is to be attributed largely to cir- 
cumstances arising from the Great War and 
the period of disturbance following it in this 
country. At the present time a substantial 
export trade is being maintained with fair 
Success.

“The tariff should make it possible for the 
mills to work with greater economy by pur-

INTERESTS TO BENEFIT. 

‘Interests that should benefit indirectly 
from the new tariff are manufacture of twine 
and canvas, carting; transport and various dis- 
tributive trades; indeed, prosperity in the 
woollen mills should improve conditions in 
every area in which a mill is situated, and 
have a beneficial effect on any other trades 
and industries carried on there.’

To do so would, in 
my opinion, result in a tendency, already 
apparent in some of the mills; to concentrate 
on ‘the weaving end of the industry at the 
expense of the spinning end, a tendency 
which would receive an impetus from any 
advantage which the purchase of foreign- 
made yarns might offer, and which would 


result in loss of employment to citizens of

THE PENSIONS FUND. 
_—— 


The Hon. Mrs. Barry, in the absence 
of the president, Lady Kenmare, presided 
at the meeting of the Queen’s Inst:tnte oi 
District Nursing in Ireland, held in the 
Royal College of Physicians, Kildare street, 
Dublin, on Thursday. 

There was a large attendance, including 
Mrs. Sterling, wife of the United States 
Minister. 

In opening the proceedings the chairman 
said that Lady Kenmare bad been in Lon 
don, where she was organising for funds 
for the Queen's Institute of Nursing, In- 
eluded in which was a large whist drive, 
for which she understood the Princess 
Mary, Viscountess Lascelles, had given a 
prize. 

Mr. Telford; Treasurer, submitted the 
statement of accounts, and intimated that 
the Endowment Fund receipts amounted to 
£4,014 13s. 8d., and the Revenue Account 
£2,679 4s. 1d. 

The report of the Irish Executive Com- 
mittee for the year ending ólst December, 
1928, stated: Our friends will notice that 
our name is changed. A revised charter, duly 
approved ‘by His Majesty, was received by 
the Institute, and henceforth we will be 
known as The Queen's Institute of District 
Nursing in Ireland. i 

The Long Service Fund for nurses work 

ing in Ireland, for which the nucleus was 
formed by one moiety of the sum collected 
as the Queen Alexandra Memorial Fund, 
has engaged the whole-hearted attention of 
the Executive Committee during 1928. ‘Tie 
President, Lady Kenmare, sent a letter to 
the Committee of each affiliated associatio: 
asking their help, and the response is de- 
cidedly encouraging, showing, as it does, 
a practical manver that the services ren 
dered by those pioneer nurses is recognised 
and appreciated. The Amusement Co mit 
tee, which has during the past four years 
secured the greater part of the Endowment 
Fund (£33,000), instead of enjoying a weil 
earned rest, thoroughly deserved, faced thy: 
task, and immediately began to find fresh 
ways and means of raising money for the 
Nurses’ Fension Fund, and, to date, County 
Lublin leads with a sum of over £600 
County Waterford has sent in £466, County 
Meath £205, and nearly every county has 
done something in addition to many plans 
for 1929. Donations received from personal 
friends amount to nearly £100. Many money- 
making arrangements are made for raising 
the necessary sum before the end of 1929, 
so that annuities will actually become pay 
able in 1930, as in England. 

The work is steadily increasing, 
many districts special efforts are being 
made locally to raise money in order to 
have a nurse in residence before next winter. 
The nurses working within Ireland have at 
tended the following patients :— Medical and 
surgical] cases, 27,899; midwifery and ob- 
stetric cases, 1,496; patients suffering from 
tuberculosis, 12,051; mothers and children 
under the Maternity and Child Welfare 
Scheme, 54,786; attendances at medical in- 
spections in schools, 415; number of school- 
children examined, 7,626; school-childrer 
nursed at their own homes, 6,688. Grand 
total number of visits paid, 868,724. 

Captain Ronald Nutting, M.C., moved the 
adoption of the report, and in the course of 
his remarks said that the Queen’s Nurses 
were required to take a kind of special post- 
graduate course in their work. ere were 
only 200 of such nurses in Ireland in the 
Institute. There ought to be double that 
number. 

Dr. Lombard Murphy seconded the adop- 
tion of the report. He referred te the ex 
cellent work which the nurses did, and tlhe 
hard tasks which they performed with 
loyalty, good heart, and spirit, for the poor. 
He claimed that in the economic sphere rerses 
saved public money right and left, for dis- 
tricts, for the counties, and for the State.

HOW IT WAS FOUNDED 


25 YEARS AGO. 


Bishop Plunket, D.D., presided on Thurs- 
day at the twenty-fifth annual general meet- 
ing of the Rest for the Dying, aniú TOW, 
Dublin. 

The honorary secretary, Mr. George H. 
Sparkes, read the annual report of the com- 
mittee, which stated that the institution con- 
tinued to carry on the object for which it was 
founded, and the number of those admitted 
was much the same as in previous years.

Cup turned out the 
good thing it looked for Editor’s Book, which 
was nominated by Mr. Baxter, an English 
courser, He mado a regular back of every- 
thing he came up against, and, seeing that he 
is not a young dog, and that he is not ranked 
in the first flight of English greyhounds, bis 
pronounced superiority was not Satherrng to 
the local opposition. 


FIGARO'S “ WATERLOO ” PROSPECTS 
NOT ENHANC 

With the Waterloo Cup in the immediate 
offing, exceptional interest was taken in the 
performance of the Irish Cup winner, Figaro, 
which, as I stated, would run at Altcar for 
Mr. Harte, win or lose here. He disposed of 
Hidden Maid readily enough, and went to 
slips with the Kingdom Cup winner, Knock- 
hill. Odds of six to one were laid freely on 
Mr. Flynn's dog, but, though the latter was 
on an inside, he was ied a couple of lengths, 
and had al] the worse of it in the work 
which followed, the black having the foot of 
him throughout one of the most exciting 
courses of the meeting. 

In the deciding course Editor’s Book, which 
had disposed of Sen of the Sod and Never 
Near on his way to the final, showed pace 
over each, and worked like a real good ane, 
while he made his Sask all the easier by 
bringing down the strong hares. He had 
matters all his own way. Knockhil] made a 
game struggle of it, ut he was palpably 
out-classed by one of ‘the fastest and smartest 
greyhounds which we have seen in this 
country for many years. He beat the Irish 
dogs at their own game—speed. 

HOW THEY WERE TIMED. 

The four courses in the third round were 
timed between a given point, and the watch 
made’ out Editor's Book the fastest of the 
four winners, Never Near being second 
fastest, and Figaro ha slowest. The next 
round course between oo and Knockhill 
proved the accuracy of the watch. 

In tho semi-final of the Breeders’ Stakes 
the timing was slightly in favour of Dick the 
Rover over Dehonarily, but there was this 
diffcrence, that the Jatter had got off lighter, 
and had th 6 advantage of being on the white 
collar. The handicap of the red collar was 
almost certain to tell; but, in addition te 
that, Dick the Rover ran unsighted to nearly 
hali-way up; as a matter of fact, there was a 
period in the race to the hare when be was 
four lengths to the bad; but when he oe 
his head down he buckled to his task in fine 
style, and when the hare turned there was 
but. a er and a half between them, The 
red collar however URE ain ran loosely, and 
the scoring was inant done by Debonarily, 
but al the finish both were well pumped out— 
as night have heen expected, seeing that they 
bud had such a tiring week of it. 


A MERITORIOUS WINNER, 

Debonarily was a highly meritorious winner 
of the stake; but taking them on the whole 
the puppies were a distinctly disappointing 
collection. Some ran their courses in a 
manner that suggested that as second season 
dogs little may — heard of them. They were 
flashy, with little stamina, and as workers 
the bulk of them were an inferior lot, a large 
percentage being content with a side view of 
the hare, and a somewhat distant one at that. 

It was the most successful of the National 
meetings. Everything went with a swing. 
and the fine, if very cold, weather enhanced 
the enjoyment of the company, which on each 
exceeded that. of last year.

The 
companies comply with the restrictions im- 
posed by the Civic Guard, and = furnish 
statistics demanded by the Department of 
Statistics.
